The Lexington and Frankfort Company will take 
a vote to-day upon a similar subscription of $50 
000, and we are gratified to learn that there is a 
prospect that the subscription will be ordered by an 
overwhelming vote of the stockholders. We have 
already, upon several occasions, alluded to the ad- 
vantages and importance of this connection, not only 
to the Louisville and Frankfort railroad, but to our 
whole city. If the extension should furnish to our 
road only one car-load of freight and four passengers 
per day, the income therefrom will be sufficient to 
pay the interest upon the subscription and to provide 
an ample sinking fund for the payment of the prin- 
cipal at maturity. These subscriptions will con- 
tribute very largely to the credit of the Big Sandy 
road, and in all probability will enable it to pro- 
gress rapidly to completion, which will give to us 
a direct through route from Louisville, via Rich- 
mond, Va., to Washington city, and will make our 
runkjfort road a link in the great chain of railroad 
connection from the Gulf of Mexico and the South- 
western States to the national capital, running en- 
tirely through slaveholding States. 

The Court of Appeals of Kentucky has recently 
decided that the subscription of the city of Lexing- 
ton to the Big Sandy railroad is valid, and thus ad- 
ditional means will be promptly furnished for the 
construct ianAf that road from Lexington to Mt.

Coal — Railroads — Action ok City Council 
— About a year ago we called the attention of our 
citizens to the importance of securing a railroad con 
ncction with the coalfields adjacent to the route of 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad, and again, 
during the last autumn, in view of the difficulty of 
procuring a supply of coal by the Ohio river, which 
for the last several years has indeed been ''dry- 
one half the year and frozen the other half," we 
urged the importance of the construction of a branch 
of the Nashville road to the coal fields of Grayson 
county, not only on acconnt of the convenience of 
obtaining coal when the navigation of the Ohio 
should be obstructed, but as a matter of economy at 
all seasons, because by this means the vast sums of 
money annually paid by Louisville to the coal deal- 
ers and coal miners of Pennsylvania would be ex- 
pended within our own State, and among a people 
by whom they would be immediately returned to us 
in the course of trade. If our suggestions a year 
ago had been promptly acted upon we might ere this 
time have had a railroad connection with the Gray- 
•on coal fields almost if not quite complete, and if 
even in the autumn, when we presented this subject 
to the consideration of our readers, the same alacrity 
had been manifested which is now beginning to be 
evinced there would now be some prospect that the 
suffering endured here at present on account of the 
scarcity of coal would never again be experienced. 

We are gratified to find that the City Council has 
at last acted upon this subject and that the extreme 
severity of the weather and the scarcity of coal have 
awakened even the slowest of the city newspapers to 
the importance of such a railroad connection with 
the nearest coal fields in Kentucky, as we recom- 
mended several month 

On Saturday we published, in the proceedings of 
the City Council, an excellent report on this subject 
made by Messrs. Monsarrat and Baird, rec- 
ommending an appropriation for a survey 
for such a branch road aa we had al- 
ready indicated as essential to the interests of 
Louisville. A resolution appropriating $1,000 for 
this purpose was adopted by the Common Council 
and will doubtless I* sanctioned by the Board of 
Aldermen at its next session. We earnestly hope 
that this subject will not now be allowed to rest 
until the contemplated branch road is completed. 
The aid of the city cannot be given to a more use- 
ful or more important and profitable enterprize. The 
whole of the proposed branch road will cost less 
than is annually paid by Louisville to the citizens of 
Pennsylvania for coal, and it is demonstrable that 
by this railroad route coal can be furnished to our 
citizens at all times for less than the average price 
paid by them for Pittsburg coal. Such accesa to our 
Kentucky coal fields is indispensable to Louisville 
as a manufacturing city, and every consideration of 
convenience, comfort, economy, and profit commends 
immediate and energetic and uninterrupted action 
upon the part of our citizens and city authorities 
until the object is completely attained. 

We hope that Messrs. Monsarrat and Baird, who 
are the committee from whom this report to the 
Common Council emanated, will vigorously press 
the subject upon the attention of the General Coun- 
cil. Their efforts will be sustained by the whole 
population until all the measures necessary for the 
construction of a branch from the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad to the coal mines of Grayson and 
other counties in this State shall be completed

Louis Napoleon and tiik Swiss. — Our readers 
are aware that Louis Napoleon, vexed at the "de- 
plorable obstinacy" of the Swiss Republic in de- 
clining to yield, at his request, to Prussia's insolent 
and peremptory demands in the pending dispute be- 
tween the two governments, threatens petulantly to 
leave the gallant Swiss to their fate. Although 
there is really no sort of probability that the French 
Emperor intends to execute this threat, simply be- 
cause he dare not do it, it has nevertheless called 
out some justly scathing comments from the public 
press on either side of the Atlantic. It is, indeed, a 
most heartless and contemptible menace. When 
after the notorious affair of Strasbourg, Louis 
Philippe demanded the expulsion of Louis Napoleon 
from the Swiss territory, the government of the 
Republic, as is well-known, spurned the demand 
with a generous fidelity to the obligations of hospi- 
tality which extorted from the refugee, at the time, 
the most signal and grateful acknowledgment. Said 
he, in that style of tacit grandiloquence which his 
later fortune has redeemed from utter bombast: 

Switzerland has demonstrated, for a month, be the en- 
ergetic protests, and now by the decision of the Oreat 
Councils which have assembled up to the present time, that 
she was prepared to make the greatest sacrifices for the 
maintenance of her dignity and her right. She has done her 
duty as an independent nation. I shnll perform miue, aud 
remain faithful to the voice of honor. I may be. persecu- 
ted, hut I shall never be dishonored. The French govern- 
ment having declared that the refusal of the diet to comply 
with its demand would be the signal of a conflagration of 
which Switzerland might b.roiiie the victim, it only re- 
mains for me to quit a country where my presence (s the 
subject of such unjust pretensions— where it woald be the 
pretence for such great calamities. I shall never forget the 
noble conduct of the cantons, who declared so courageously 
in my favor, and in particular the recollection of the gen- 
erous hospitality accorded me by the canton of Thurgovia 
will remain profoundly engraven on my heart I trust that 
this separation may not he eternal, and that a day may 
come when I shall, without compromising the interests of 
two nations which ought to remain friends,recov*r the asy- 
lum where a residence of 'JO years and acquired rights have 
created for me a second country. 

Yet, now, in the height of his power, and the 
depth of his atrocious ingratitude, this graceless ad- 
venturer threatens to give Switerland over to the 
tender mercies of her enemies, because, contrary to 
his wish and advice, she still resolves to do "her 
duty as an independent nation," and to maintain, at 
all hazards, "her dignity and her rights." A sover- 
eign who in his own person has no more respect for 
the decencies to say nothing of the graces of man- 
hood than this deserves to be upset and thrown 
among the waste things of history on the earliest 
practicable occasion. And, if consistent with the 
best interests of France, we shall be happy to see him 
get what he deserves. 

North American Rkview. — The January num- 
ber of the North American will hardly set the world 
on fire, though it is but just to its contributors to 
say, that, on a searching inspection, it is evident 
they had no such incendiary design. Its pages, 
however, if not altogether fascmating, are not by 
any means destitute of interest. The North Ameri- 
can, though often dull, is always respectable. "Re- 
spectable" is the word. Among the most instruc- 
tive articles in the current number is the initial one 
on Robin Hood, which opens up a profitable vein of 
hi.torical redaction, and works it ingeniously; the 
article on the history of the Danish Sound Dues and 
of the controversy respecting them, in view of 
which the writer concludes very properly that the 
Pierce administration has made an ass of itself and 
a victim of the country; that on the "Results of the 
Arctic Search," which arc shown to be valuable if 
not exactly triumphant; and especially the article 
on "Landscape and its Treatment," in which sound 
views are both forcibly and elegantly elaborated. 
The "Critical Notices" are crude and slovenly, as 
usual. 



Prof. Dana's Lecture. — We were much pleased 
to find a large and intelligent audience at Mozart 
Hall on Saturday evening last, the weather being so 
very disagreeable as to render it exceedingly incon- 
venient for many to attend. 

The lecturer opened with a graphic description 
of the animals and plants in their order of succes- 
sion as shown in the rocks, commencing with the 
silurian system and embracing all to the begiuning 
of the tertiary. This, the last of the great geologi- 
cal epochs, was emphatically the age of mammals. 
During that era huge elephants and mastodon scour- 
ed the forests in search of food. The sloth tril>es, as 
represented by the megatherium, whose feet were 
a yard long, the megalonyx and glyptodon, who 
rival the armadillo of the present day, the pala-othe- 
rium (the tapir of our times), elk, bears, hyenas, 
and other wild animals which are still extant, in- 
habited the forests, plains and caves of the pre- 
a Jamie world. A comparison of their remains with 
animals of the present day prove incontestil.lv the 
fact of their degradation in size or alteration of types 
•re the world was fitted for man. When this great 
event did come to pass, when God saw that it was 
good to make man, man stepped in the king of all 
animate nature, and found the earth fitted for his 
convenience and pleasure by an all-seeing, all-know- 
ing Creator. 

The lecture was closed by a very pretty tribute to 
the truths of the gospel, though but little was said 
concerning its connection with science. We feel con- 
fident Mr. Dana's sphere of usefulness does not ex- 
tend to the public lecture room, and though a beau- 
tiful writer, and a man of Ihe highest order of scien- 
tific attainments, he cannot make such an impression 
on a public audience as one far less versed in the 
subjects he attempts to discourse.

JfcSiTMr. Benson, of the steamer Monongaheut, fur- 
nishes the following account of the mishaps which 
that steamer had met with: 

The Monongaliela shipped a lot of stock and other 
freight at Heuderson — then came down to Mt. Ver- 
non, and took on board 2,500 «u k corn, 1,000 sacks 
wheat, a lot of oats, and 60 head of stock — thence 
he descended to Uniontown, where she received 30 
head of mules, and M head of calves. After leaving 
the latter port she unfortunately grounded on the 
bar at Wabash Island — laid there twelve hours. She 
worked hard to get off, but the ice was running so 
heavy as to deem it impossible to extricate her. 

She finally lighted off by throwing 1,000 sacks of 
corn overlioard, when a h'ngj field of ice broke her 
rudder, stalk, and tiller — the boat rioating some two 
miles before the tiller could be repaired. She after- 
wards came through Hurricane Island chute, and 
ran into the gorge below, in hopes of working 
through, but "stuck," or froze in the gorge. She 
was lying perfectly straight in the ice, when Mr. 
Benson left, in twelve feet water. The mules were 
taken ashore and started through for Hickman br 
the overland route. The cattle were still on board. 



Henry County Cattle. — One of the finest spec 
imens of the cattle genus of which we have ever 
heard, was a two-year old heifer, raised and fattened 
by Mr. R. H. Thomas, of Henry county. He sold 
it a few days since, and its weight was ascertaine 
to be fifteen hundred and eighty pounds. This is far 
over the average of the Blue grass cattle, and de 
monstrates that this region is as susceptible to the 
rearing of fine stock as any other in our State. Pro- 
per care and cultivation at the hands of breeders is 
alone required. 

The Public Schools and Fuel. — We regret to 
learn that the exercises of the two High Schools are 
suspended during a portion of the day in consequence 
of the lack of fuel. The Board of Trustees have 
however provided for an adequate supply for the use 
of the various common schools. Each school uses 
about one cord per day, making a total of eight cords 
daily. Contracts have been made with Mr. J. Robb 
for a supply of fuel, to continue during the cold sea- 
son, at $4 50 per cord.

Bis to circumvent the deer. The animals have 
n hunted so much that they take flight at the 
appearance of the hunter, seldom allowing him to 
come within half a mile. The Indians clothe them- 
selves in deer skins, with the horns on, and gradu- 
ally work toward the herd, like a straggling ani- 
mal, feeding leisurely along. After getting within 
gun or bow shot, the hunter pretty generally secures 
his prey. 

Another plan — they set the woods on fire on one 
side of the valley, which drives the game to the 
other side, where the bark ropes are stretched along 
the brow of the hill, with here and there gateways 
open to let the deer pass through. The Indians lie 
concealed near the passages, and shoot the deer as 
they edge along the rope to lind the end. They will 
not attempt to jump over unless hurried. In this 
way they entrap their prey. This information will 
not l>e new to mountaineers, though it may be to 
others.— Sacramento {Cat.) State Journal.

A Pickpocket at a Consecration. — At a consecra- 
tion on the 23d ult. of a new church in London, just 
after the Bishop of London had Uken his seat, a 
person attired in the garb of a clergyman appeared 
at the door and demanded admittance. He gave 
hi> name as the Rev. Mr. Blackthorn, and was con- 
ducted to the place appropriated to his "clerical 
brethren." He was almost immediately recog- 
nized, however, by several officers who were pres- 
ent, as a noted pickpocket. Finding that he w as 
discovered, the pseudo clergyman left the premises 
with all convenient speed. 

Coincidence.— The Washington correspondent of 
the Baltimore American, speaking of the distress- 
ing death of Judge Daniel's wife, says: "It is a sin- 
gular coincidence in connection w ith this sad calam- 
ity tliat the first wife of Judge Daniel died from 
fright occasioned by a fire in the vicinity of their 
residence in Richmond, and that the clergyman who 
preached the funeral sermon lost his w ife by fire, 
just fourteen years ago yesterday. 

The British Home Secretary has formally notified 
a Frenchman named De Chatelain, who was natur- 
alized in England in 1848, that "no certificate or 
other act of naturalization granted by the British 
Government to an alien places him beyond the law- 
ful power and control of his native country, unless 
he have received from the government of such 
country a certificate of denationalization, or lieen 
released from his original obligations as a subject or 
citizen in some other legal way." 

A bridge is now being built across the Mississippi 
river at St. Paul, to be 1,300 feet in length and 70 
feet in height, which will allow steamers, in the 
highest stage of water, to pass under it. It is in- 
tended to be completed by autumn of the present 
year. 

Capt. Theatt's Life Presetting Door.— The Michi- 
gan Southern Railroad Co. have adopted this door 
for their new steamer, or for a portion of it. The 
Inspectors upon the lakes have authorized and rec- 
ommended its general adoption on our waters, and 
have, in making up their estimate, as required by 
law, awarded to the fourpannel door the capacity of 
buoying four persons; to the inside stateroom doors 
they apportion three persons each. All the doors 
are capable of supporting twice or more their ap- 
}x>rtioned weight. 

Until the time of King Edward I, the English 
penny was so deeply indented that it might easily 
be broken and parted, on occasion, in two parts — 
these were called half-pence; or into four — these 
were called four-things — farthings. 

We have seen it stated that John G. Saxe, the 
poet, was dead. We are glad to hear that he is im- 
proving in health, and may possibly be in the field 
again before the close of the lecture season. 

The New York Mirror says it is estimated that 
one of "our rich men" (Wm. B. Astor) has now a 
"regular income" of $3,000 a day; or about $1,000,- 
000 a year. 

One Hundred Dollars a Drink. — There is a case now 
pending in the superior Court, in which the plaintiff, 
Barnabas B. Bayley, seeks to recover for services as 
a singer while engaged by Ossian E. Dodge. The 
defendant refuses to pay for these services because 
there was an agreement that if the complainant used 
ardent spirits he should forfeit $100 for each drink; 
and the defendant alleges that the plaintiff has used 
ardent spirits live separate times, and claims as a 
set-off $500. If the plaintiff loses the case he had 
better exhibit himself as the man that paid $100 
each for five drinks. — Boston Tines. 

There are now twenty Indian treaties, it is said, 
before the Senate, involving the cession of 122,000,- 
000 acres of land, for a consideration of about $14,- 
000,000. 

A German paper asserts that prussic acid only 
causes the suspension of life at first, and that one 
who takes it can be resored to animation by pouring 
the acetate of potash and salt, dissolved in water, on 
the head and spine. This treatment has been suc- 
cessfully tried. 

The Niagara.— The first trials of the machinery 
of this new frigate (built at New York) under 
steam have been very satisfactory. Her engines in 
motion resemble a vast piece of perfect clock-work.

A Strange Case.— There is at the Sixth Ward 
Station House, a young Scotch woman who was tak- 
en there on Wednesday night, on the double charge 
of being a lunatic and of having committed mali- 
cious mischief. The Lieutenant of the ward became 
convinced, during yesterday, that there was no 
foundation for the charge, for the girl was perfectly 
sane. Her story is that some two or three years 
since she went as a domestic into the employment of 
the keeper of a public house in this citv. The pub- 
lican took his employee out of the kitchen after a 
time, and gave her a more equivocal position in his 
household. 

After some time, becoming weary of her, she was 
turned off, and she, having become infatuated with 
her late employer, hung about the place and some- 
what annoyed him. To get rid of her she was ar- 
rested and taken before an Alderman and charged 
with being a lunatic. Without any other evidence 
than the testimony of the publican, the girl was 
sent to the Insane Asylum of the Blockley Alms- 
house, where it was soon discovered that she was 
not insane. 

The chief resident physician of the institution 
then took her into his kitchen as a domestic, and she 
remained in that situation until recently. She then 
obtained a place at service, where she continued for 
a time. Meeting her old employer — the publican — 
he again proposed to take her to his house. She ac- 
ceded to the arrangement, and remained with him 
until he again turned her away to make room for a 
rival. The discarded girl, who is completely in- 
fatuated with the man, committed a triding indis- 
cretion for the purpose of annoving her rival. 

For this she was arrested and taken to the Station 
House by her old employer and an ex-police officer, 
with the understanding that she was to be taken 
back to the Alma House as a lunatic. This morn- 
ing the prosecutor dropped the case on receiving an 
intimation that he was laying himself open to a 
prosecution for conspiracy. The girl will be dis- 
charged.— P/ul. Bulletin. 



Carson Valley— Polygamy.— Mr. Morrill, from 
the Committee on Territories, in the House of Rep- 
sentatives, has given notice of his intention to make 
the following report: 

The Committee on Territories, to whom were re- 
ferred the petition of the citizens of Carson Valley, 
Utah Territory, praying for the annexation of that 
part of Utah Territory to the State of California, to- 
gether with the bill to change the eastern boundary 
of the State of California, have had the same under 
consideration, and report as follows, viz: 

That it appears that the petitioners are situated 
800 miles from Salt Lake City; that their business 
and commercial relations are entirely with the State 
of California, and they are not Mormons and do not 
wish to be. They represent that the Territorial laws 
are not administered with justice, but that those 
who are not Mormons, and are not "zealously affec- 
ted" toward that faith, are subjected to gross perse- 
cutions, by which they are often impoverished, and 
that the will and fanaticism of the leading elders 
bear heavily upon the "Gentile minority" in the 
Territory of Utah. 

The petition of the ladies represents that while 
there are but three or four Mormon families in the 
Carson Valley, yet Elder Orson Hyde is made the 
probate judge of their county, and that he brings 
among them one of his* "spiritual wives," whom 
they regard as no better than the "scarlet lady," 
expecting, when the judge introduces her as his 
wife, that they will associate with her; but that 
they look with disgust upon the prospect of raising 
up their daughters among such associates, and they 
ardently desire that their homes in their pleasant 
valley "shall not l>e "defiled" by the "horrible fa- 
naticism" and "deception" of Mormonism. 

To what extent the evils complained of by the 
petitioners of Carson Valley exist, the committee 
have little accurate information; but it is notorious 
that similar grievancee have been published as 
prevalent in other portions of Utah; and, if they 
exist in Carson Valley, which is scarcely to be 
doubted, it may fairly be presumed that their force 
and offeusiveness is not diminished where the sway 
of the Mormon elders is supported by an overwhelm- 
ing majority, and where the ecclesiastical leaders 
have the unlimited control over the political, civil, 
and religious action of their devotees. 

To grant the prayer of the petitioners, or, in other 
w ords, to pass the bill "to change the eastern boun- 
dary of the State of California/' would only extir- I 
pate a small portion of the evil complained ef. It 
appears to your committee that some measure of I 
w ider scope is necessary to effect a radical cure of 
the moral and political pestilence w hich makes Utah 
the scandal of the American people. Such a meas- 
tire is now on the calendar — the bill for "the preven- ' 
tion and punishment af polygamy" — and there is no I 
legislation more earnestly demanded. 

Furthermore, the State of California is already 
too large, and should not, in the opinion of the Com- 
mittee, be made still more unwieldy by a further ex- 
tension of its boundaries. We therefore report the 
bill to the House with the recommendation that it do 
not pass. 

The Bank Failures. — The Bank of Attica and 
the Gramercy Bank, together with four Illinois 
Banks, have failed during the past week. Their 
failure has not only involved a loss to the immedi- 
ate bill-holders, "but it is said that the Auditor of 
the State and his securities will actually lose $45,- 
000. The facts in the case seem to be about these: 
There were deposited with the Auditor $66,000 
worth of Bonds to secure the redemption of the bills 
of the Gramercy Bank and Bank of Attica. Mr. 
E. K. Nexseu," w ho, up to within ten days, had 
borne a high character as a man of integrity and 
business capacity, was the owner and controller of 
these Banks. Some time ago he became embar- 
rassed and resorted to the following means to extri- 
cate himself, which, had they proved successful, 
would have stamped him one of the best financiers 
in the State; failing, however, it has covered him 
with disgrace: He purchased the controlling inte- 
rest in the new Branch Bank at Bedford, and gave 
bills on New York for the payments. To meet these 
he expected to ase the funds of the new branch, 
which would go into operation al)Out the 1st inst. 
He then took the deposits of the Gramercy Bank to 
pay up his stock in the Branch Bank at Bedford, 
and in order to replace the deposit money drew up 
seven certificates of deposit and got them surrepti- 
tiously endorsed, which he took to Mr. H. E. Tal- 
bot, Auditor of State, to deposit as collateral secu- 
rity for the return of the $66,000 of Bonds, stating 
to the Auditor that he wished to exchange bonds. 
The following is a copy of the certificate: 

Lakayette, Jan. 1857. 

This is to certify that E. F. Nexsen has deposited 

in the Gramercv Bank dollars in gold and 

silver, subject to the order of H. E. Talbott. 

E. F. NEXSEN, Pres't. 

C. M. Wheelock, Cashier. 

He then sold the bonds in this city and Ixmisville 
to the amount of $45,000 and hypothecated the bal- j 
ance. The Branch Bank, owing to delay in getting 
hor bills signed, did not get into operation as soon 
as Mr. Nexsen expected, and consequently his New 
York Bills of Exchange for the purchase of the con- 
trolling interest were returned to Lafayette protested. 
This excited the suspicions of the depositors, and, 
in order to meet them, he used the proceeds of the 
bonds and money borrowed of the Old Bank at Bed- 
ford, and some $20,000 of the money of the New- 
Bank. The Cashier at Bedford, becoming suspi- 
cious, communicated these proceedings to the parent 
board, which took prompt treasures to ferret out the 
matter. Mr. Nexsen was met at I^afayette and 
made to resign the Presidency of the Bedford Bank

Fakmkuh' Clubs. — But few farmers have reflect*" 
ed upon the importance of organization for the pur- 
pose of increasing their influence and for mutual im- 
provement. We propose now to say something on 
this subject, and, as the little neighborhood societies 
called "Farmers' Clubs" form the basifof all organ- 
izations which promise to ken* at the farmer, we 
shall first speak of them. The editor of the Ohio 
Farmer thus enunu'.ites their advantages: 

1. They stimulate the minds of the member*, and 
others al«to, to activity, and promote habits of atten- 
tion and observation. Nothing, it is said, so tends 
to excite attention, and to promote habits of accu- 
rate observation, as frequent meetings for the pur- 
pose of making communications, listening to addres- 
ses, or participating in discussions. The desire to 
contribute to the entertainment and instruction of 
others, and to do one's part respectably in such an 
association, will open the eyes to facts which else 
would have »>een unseen, and prompt to inqniries 
and comparisons that would not otherwise have been 
made. 

2. As all the members cannot be equally familiar 
with every branch of farming, those less informed as 
to any department can learn from those more inform- 
ed, and the knowledge of all cau be made available 

to each. 

3. Farmers' Clubs awaken a healthy spirit of em- 
ulation. This " is as necessary to most grown per- 
sons as it is acknowledged to be to children, and 
quite as beneficial in agriculture as in science or art. 
The influence this feeling lias on mankind is won- 
derful; labor, hardship, or expense are borne cheer- 
fully at its promptings; whatever is possible it will 
accompli*; it is the philosopher's stone transmut- 
ing the dull drudgery of daily toil into animating 
and delightful employment. A few persons, who 
have an enthusiastic love for agriculture, can work 
away quietly and alone, endeavoring to realize their 
idea; but, in general, men are apt to settle down in 
a lazzy slipshod way of doing things, unless stimu- 
lated by the hope of being foremost, or spurred on 
by the* dislike of falling behind. But Farmers' 
Clubs not only excite emulation among the mem- 
bers, but the whole community will soon drink in 
their spirit aud manifest its enlivening effects." 

The various beneficial influences which township 
or smaller clubs might be mad*, to exert, by judicious 
management, of which those above named are 
among the chief, certainly entitle them to the con- 
sideration of all concerned, whether in the State of 
Ohio or in any other State. 

The free discussion of some subject connected 
with farming, selected with a view to mutual im- 
provement by a club of intelligent, enterprising 
farmers, cannot fail to be of great advantage to 
them. All farmers nearly of the present day read 
more or less of the agricultural papers; in each 
neighborhood there are those who read many differ- 
ent papers, but none that read them all. By meet- 
ing statedly for discussion, the valuable part of all 
the information obtained from these papers would be 
compared, analyzed, and impressed upon the memo- 
ry, and the chaffy portion be discussed and rejected, 
and the progress made by farmers in distant parts 
would be ascertained and improved upon. Infor- 
mation from the different markets would be discus- 
sed and the laws of supply and demand be better 
understood, so that false information published by 
interested speculators woufc have less influence on 
the producer than it has in the absence of such a 
ready means of correct information as farmers* clubs 
would afford, for we do not urge their formation as 
simply isolated bodies, but as a series of mutually 
supporting corresponding understrata of united inte- 
rests upon which can and will be built efficient coun. 
ty, State, and national societies; but of this exten 
sion of the organization we will speak more fully 
hereafter. 

County agricultural societies would be more em- 
cient if their supporters, the farmers, were organi- 
zed into clubs. To prove this, we have only to re- 
fer to your own county society, if you have one ii 
your county, or to any with which you may be ac 
quainted. Is it not notorious that the tendency is to 
manage them more with a view to draw large crowds 
of idlers and fancy men than to advance agricultu- 
ral interests? Witness the growing tendency to 
cater to the testes of fast men and women as dis- 
played in the trial of speed of horses and the ladies 
riding rings, which have become so common at these 
fairs and are so disgusting to the good taste of intel 
ligent farmers, that there is great danger that they 
will by these and by similar exhibitions of bad taste 
be driven from their own peculiar annual festival. 

These innovations were undoubtedly introduced 
by a want of proper understanding on the part of 
the managers of what would promote the true inte- 
rests of the fair. It is important, therefore, that 
the management of county fairs should be in the 
hands of men of known good taste and judgment, 
identified by occupation and interest with the farm- 
ers they represent. By discussing tho affairs of 
your county society in the neighborhood farmers' 
clubs, and thus securing unity of action, it will be 
easy to secure the election of such officers as can be 
relied upon to carry out the true objects of the so- 
ciety faithfully. 

Each county in the State may have some peculiar- 
ity in soil or market for produce so as to make it the 
interest of the farmers of that county to manage 
differently from the farmers of other sections. One 
county is eminently calculated, by its peculiarity of 
soil and distance from a large market, for grazing; 
there the society can best subserve its ends by en- 
gaging in experiments in rearing the different breeds 
of cattle or other stock to ascertain in which kind 
lies the most profit to the farmer. Another county 
lies adjacent to a large city; it is evident that the 
products of the garden, the orchard, the dairy, and 
the mechanical department are paramount interests 
with them. Another may be in a region suited to 
hogs; another to small grain; another to tobacco — 
all these interests require to be fostered by the coun- 
ty society; and the only method of giving these so- 
cieties the peculiar efficacy indicated is by bringing 
to bear upon them the wishes of their constituents 
as brought into force in those primary organizations, 
the farmers' clubs. The influence th it farmers 
could wield is all-controlling, yet their want of ag- 
gregate influence is proverbial. 

But we have said enough on the subject of the 
importance of these clubs. We will speak of how 
thev may be made efficient as the basis of more ex- 
tended organizations. If there were twenty clubs 
or more in one county, the existence and location, 
time of meeting, &c., of each should be known to 
all the others. This could be easily accomplished 
through the county society, and all intercourse be- 
tween these dubs could be maintained, either by 
letter or delegate. When any matter required a 
unity of action, or when important matters were to 
be discussed preparatory to action, each club could 
send a delegate to meet at your county seat, and in 
this way business would be matured and each 
farmer would be fully represented. Let it be made 
the duty of the corresponding secretary of each 
county society to keep a register of the names and 
locations of each club in the county, together with 
the address of the secretary. At the annual meet- 
ing of the county society, let the members of these 
clubs meet, by representatives or in person, to dis- 
cu ■ matters of interest, or read minutes of clubs, 
say for an hour each day of the fair. In this way

Tillering ok Grain. — A correspondent of the 
Fiirmer's Magazine has been examining into this 
subject and finds that tiUert (to not spring from the 
coronal or upper set of roots, but from the seminal or 
lower set, and that the former, instead of being es- 
esntial, are entirely accidental in their formation. 
They spring from the first joint or knot, provided 
that knot be under the surface of the soil, otherwise 
no coronal roots are formed. He requests those who 
hold the commonly received opinion to examine for 
themselves. 

Writers on the subject lay it down as an establish- 
ed fact that tillers proceed from the coronal roots 
invariably, and that the seminal roots cease to fur- 
nish nourishment before the grain is formed, and 
this is the commonly received opinion. The discov- 
erer of the above fact considers it as greatly 
strengthening the arguments in favor of deep sow- 
ing to secure the formation of coronal roots, for the 
purpose of giving the plant a firmer hold upon the 
soil as well as additional nourishment. 

We should consider it as offering new field for in- 
teresting experiment to decide whether deep plsnt-

and thawing of the surface, while the lower rool 
below the influence of the freezing night < and \ 
sunny days of our winters, may not be the meaPf of 
violently severing the two series of roots, and thus 
leaving the plant entirely dependent upon the corona! 
roots for support. This would seem to account for 
what we frequently see in grain fields; namely, that 
after a w inter, in which there has been much of such 
freezing and thawing as tend to freeze "out" clover 
and other tap-rooted plants, the grain disappoints 
the expectation of the farmer by not tillering as usu- 
al, and consequently a diminished yield is obtained. 
We hope observing farmers will experiment upon 
this point and make known the result. 

Rkvivai..— We understand that some twenty-two 
persons have united with the Methodist church at 
West Point, under the ministry of Rev. Mr. Baggers 
of Greenville, assisted by Rev. Mr. Henderson, pas- 
tor of the Hancock street church, in this city.

LfFLcraiCK ok Cum ate on Stock.— In estima- 
ting the value to American agriculture of animals 
imported from Europian countries, we should take 
into account the fact that the climate which prevails 
in this country is quite different from theirs, even 
in the same latitude, not so particularly in regard 
to mean temperature as to extremes of heat and cold, 
and sudden changes from one to the other. We 
have warm sunny days in midwinter and cold chil- 
ly rains in spring and autumn, while the heat and 
drouth of summer are often excessive, and a change 
from mild to severe in eight colder mouths of the year 
often takes place in a single night. 

Our climate has a strong stimulating effect on the 
system of the foreign-bred animal, which greatly 
accelerates the action of the heat, and through that 
the whole animal economy. The change to man 
coming here from Great Britain is said to be equal 
to 15 pulsations a minute over the former rate, and 
it is inferred that hs effect must be equally as great 
u|wn the greater domestic animals as their arteries 
are larger. From the same cause great losses have 
occurred in driving cattle from the Western States 
to the Southern markets, and particular care to 
avoid heat, excitement, and high feeding has been 
found necessary. 

Without proper care most domestic animals de- 
teriorate when removed to a different climate from 
that to which they are accustomed. We think the 
most hardy animals can scarcely endure the sudden 
changes which mark our winter months, without 
some effect being produced — either a better adapta- 
tion for resisting such extremes, or, far more likely, 
a loss of stamina and vigor. It was observed by 
the first settlers of this country that "the cowa 
raised from those first imported were very soon 
found to be smaller than their dams." Arabian 
horses, imported into England, give birth to a 
progeny inferior to themselves. Sheep lose their 
distinctive value, in part, when taken to a warmer 
climate. It is only after a series of years that any 
animal becomes perfectly acclimated. 

The characteristics of the cattle of warm and cold 
climates have been contrasted as follows: Cattle of 
a warm climate have a thin, supple, and oily skin, 
those of s colder region have their skin thicker, 
harder, and dryer; the hair of the one is scanty and 
tine, of the other longer, coarser, and more bushy; 
the limbs of the one are long, and the teudinous parts 
distinct, the other is less marked in this; the horns 
in warm climates are hard, brittle, and dry instead 
of soft and spongy, and the hoofs have the same 
distinction; the muscles of the one are dry and lean, 
while in the other they are strong, close, and sup- 
plied with fat. In the one the temperament par- 
takes of the sanguinous, in the other it may be char- 
acterized as lymphatic, suited to its surround- 
ings, but wanting in the physical activity and ener- 
gy belonging to the inhabitant of the colder clime. 

These influences of climate should be taken into 
consideration by all who have to do with animals 
bred in and accustomed to one different from ours. 
We must try to make the change a gradual one — 
nor expect the finely organized thorough-bred, from 
the ever luxuriant pastures of a moist climate like 
England, to do well upon our drouth-parched fields 
with the same care which the natives receive. Nor 
can they be wintered in the same careless way. Ta- 
ken when young and properly fed and sheltered 
they will "gradually become accustomed to the 
change, so at least as to bear it without iniury. 
These suggestions and considerations will apply to 
sheep, swine, and poultry as well. The climate 
must affect them — it has transformed sturdy, portly 
John Bull, into thin, active, wiry Brother Jonathan. 
We are getting animals suited to our uses; the infu- 
sion of the best blood of other countries assiste in 
their production. Farmers should understand, how- 
ever, all the influences which can help or hinder this 
result, and this is why we gather for them these 
scattered hin ts on the subject. — Rural S ew Yorker.
